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FM Headband Radio shorts 

INSTALLING BATTERIES ATTACHING THE HEADBAND 


You need one AAA battery (not included) to power your ra- 
dio. We recommend an alkaline battery, such as Cat. No. 
23-555. Follow these steps to install it. 


Remove 

Screws 


Cover 

Rubber 

Insulator 


Unlatch and lift up the clip. Lay one side of the headband 
against the radio and close the clip over it. 


1. Use a flat-head screwdriver to loosen the two flat- 
head screws on the back of the radio. 

2. Remove the cover and its rubber insulator. 

3. Put the battery into the compartment as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the rubber insulator, then replace the cover. 

5. Tighten the two flat-head screws to secure the cover. 

Caution: Always use a fresh battery of the required size 
and recommended type. 


ATTACHING THE ARMBAND 

Unlatch and lift up the clip. Thread the armband’s hook- 
and-loop tape through the two openings, then adjust the 
band’s length. Close the clip over it.

ATTACHING THE CORD HOLDER 

Slide the bottom part of 
the cord holder into the 
headband and align it 
close to the PHONES 
jack. 


USING THE RADIO 


Note: The cord on the sports- 
buds acts as an antenna. For 
better reception, unwind the
